CHICAGO, Sept. 4.-- Four persons 
were killed and more titan seventy-five 
others injured by the explosion of a 
bomb in a crowded entrance to the 
federal building at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. The explosion, which not only 
wrecked the entrance of the building, 
but shattered every window in the first 
floors of the two bulldings across the 
street, was attributed to the I.W.W. 
by P. J. Barry, in charge of the local 
offices ot the department of justice. 

Raids on two headquarters of the 
I.W.W. within fifteen minutes after 
the explosion resulted in the arrest of 
nine men. Several more were taken 
into custody within the federal build- 
ing and a woman, whose name was 
suppressed, was arrested: in a nearby 
building. Tonight more than fifteen 
hundred government agents and the 
entire city police force were seeking 
the perpetrator of the outrage. 

Outrage an Act of Reprisal 

“This outrage, in my opinion, was) 
inevitable as an act of reprisal on the 
part of I.W.W.," Mr. Barry declared 
after an interview, “following the} 
sentencing of nearly a hundred of their) 
members. I believe that the bomb was 
composed of nitro-glycerine. Several

Concealed in a suitcase and prepared 
with a time fuse, the case was deposit- 
ed behind aradiator unnoticed by the 
passing throng. Nearly a hundred per- 
sons were in the corridor at the time, 
at the stamp windows writing desks 
and letter registry divisions. 

The explosion came just as a bell 
in the dome of the building struck 
3:10 o'clock. The force of the blast 
tore the radiator from its fastenings 


aad hurled it ttwenty feet into the 
street, smashed desks, tore up great 
slabs of marble from the walls and 


ground the woodwork into splinters. 
Flying debris cut into shreds several! 
war posters, and canvas’ banners 
stretched across the front of the en- 
trance, and filled the street with plas- 
ter, stone and broken glass. 

All Hurled to the Floor 


Many of the injured were cut by 
these flying fragments. Every person 
in the corridor where the’ explosion 


took place was hurled to the floor and 
their cries soon filled the building and

ations and no penalties, also whether 
Australia’s man-power requirements 
shall first be met in respect to home 
defence and industries.

EDUCATIONAL 
PROGRAM FOR 
MINING CAMPS 


“Superintendent of Education at 


Calgary Makes Suggestions 
For Uplift Work 


Pr. Scott, superintendent of educa- 
tion, Calgary, after having lived 
among the men for four weeks and 
studied conditions in the camp at the 
Rosedale mines has come to the con- 
clusion that there are two organiza- 
tions in this country which ought to 
interest themselves in the problems of 
the miners and be definitely at work tn 
and around the mining camps, both 
for the good of the camp and of the 
country as a whole, 

First, that the province itself, 
through its educational department 
should establish and have carried out 
a definite educational program in con- 
nection with or within reach of every 
mining camp in the province. The 
mining of this province as elsewhere 
in Canada, is from 75 to 80 per cent. 
in the hands of non-English people, 
These men in the ordinary course of 
events do not come into contact with 
any uplifting influence. 
to make good Canadian citizens of 
these men it is absolutely necessary 
that the state furnish that uplifting 
influence. 

Pr. Scott thinks that the mining 
camp is a most important fleld for the 


Y. M. c. A. “T know of no better 
work that the Y. M. C. A. could un- 
dertake right now,” Dr. Scott said, 


“than that of entering these camps on 
a similar basis to that on which it has 
entered the military camps.” The 
men, he thinks, are badly in need of 
such a social center under the guid- 
ance of someone who !s not in the pay 
of the company. Such an expressed 
desire on the part of the community 
at large to heip the men would be ap- 
preciated and might go far toward 
clearing away the menace’ under 
which we have been placed, 
Speaking of the Rosedale mine, Dr. 
Scott said that he found it a model 
for neatness of arrangement. Much 
had been done to add to the comfort 
of the men—splendid bath houses all 
with modern conveniences; a large 
recreation hall, and neatly painted, 
comfortable homes are in evidence,

In American cit- 
les which have adopted the plan, the 
monthly subscription varies from 50 
cents a week, in the case of those with

The food board has issued a new 
set of resolutions forbidding peo- 
ple who eat at hotels and restaur- 
ants and boarding houses to con- 
sume more than one-forty-fifth of 
a pound of sugar at a meal. Candy- 
making is allowed to go on, of 
course, provided it is done in fac- 
tories on a large scale. Done at 
home on a small scale it is, and 
long has been, an offence for which 
the mother or children were liable 
to be sent to jail.

The Calgary tax collector is ad- 
vertising that atax sale will be 
held after Sept. 20th, at which all 
lands which can be legally offered 
will be put up.
